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oR many years the compiler of 

this little book reverently and 
earnestly studied the life of the Mas- 
ter as presented in the four Gospels. 
Gradually it was revealed to her that 
their composite idea was the develop- 
ment of the two natures in man — the 
awakening of the spiritual, as told in 
the story of John the Baptist, where 
all that was material had to be be- 
headed; and the full consciousness of 
Divinity—oneness with God the 
Father, as revealed and demonstrated 
by Jesus, the Christ. To bring this 
idea clearly to the reader, texts have 
been selected from the Gospels and ar- 
ranged, when possible, in chronologi- 
cal order, and the parables omitted, 
that an unbroken narrative might be 
given whose beauty and mystery will 
well repay the student or reader.

When the ruler of 
the feast had tasted the water that was made 
wine, and knew not whence it was: (but the ser- 
vants which drew the water knew;) the governor 
of the feast called the bridegroom, and saith unto 
him, Every man at the beginning doth set forth 
good wine; and when men have well drunk, then 
that which is worse: but thou hast kept the good 
wine until now. 


This beginning of miracles did Jesus in Cana of 
| Galilee, and manifested forth his glory; and his 
disciples believed on him. 
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FTER this he went down to Capernaum, he, and

From the First Public Appearance of

ND the Jews’ passover was at hand, and Jesus | 
went up to Jerusalem, and found in the 
temple those that sold oxen and sheep and doves, 
and the changers of money sitting: and when he 
had made a scourge of small cords, 
he drove them all out of the temple, 
and the sheep, and the oxen; and 
poured out the changers’ money, 
and overthrew the tables; and said unto them that 
sold doves, Take these things hence; make not my 
| Father’s house an house of merchandise. And his 
disciples remembered that it was written, The zeal 
of thine house hath eaten me up. 


First Cleans-

HEN answered the Jews and said unto him, 
What sign shewest thou unto us, seeing that 
| thou doest these things? Jesus answered and said | 
unto them, Destroy this temple, 
and in three days I will raise it up. 
Then said the Jews, Forty and six 
years was this temple in building, and wilt thou 
rear it up in three days? But he spake of the 
| temple of his body. When therefore he was risen 
| from the dead, his disciples remembered that 
he had said this unto them; and they believed 
the scripture, and the word which Jesus had 
said. 

Now when he was in Jerusalem at the passover, 
in the feast day, many believed in his name, 
when they saw the miracles which he did. But 
‘Jesus did not commit himself unto them, because

HERE was a man of the Pharisees, named 
Nicodemus, a ruler of the Jews: the same 
came to Jesus by night, and said unto him, Rabbi, 
we know that thou art a teacher come from God:

J esus answered and said 
unto him, Verily, verily, I say unto 
| thee, Except a man be born again, he cannot see | 
the kingdom of God. 
Nicodemus saith unto him, How can a man be | 
born when he is old? can he enter the second time 
into his mother’s womb, and be born? Jesus 
answered, Verily, verily, I say unto thee, Except | 
a man be born of water and of the Spirit, he can- | 
not enter into the kingdom of God. That which is 
born of the flesh is flesh; and that which is born | 
of the Spirit is spirit. Marvel not that I said unto | 
| thee, Ye must be born again. The wind bloweth | 
where it listeth, and thou hearest the sound there- 
of, but canst not tell whence it cometh, and | 
whither it goeth: so is every one that is born of the 
Spirit. | 
Nicodemus answered and said unto him, How | 
can these things be? Jesus answered and said unto 
him, Art thou a master of Israel, and knowest not 
these things? Verily, verily, I say unto thee, We 
speak that we do know, and testify that we have 
seen; and ye receive not our witness. If I have 
told you earthly things, and ye believe not, how 
shall ye believe, if I tell you of heavenly things? 
And no man hath ascended up to heaven, but he 
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that came down from heaven, even the Son of man 
which is in heaven. 


ND as Moses lifted up the serpent in the wilder- 
A ness, even so must the Son of man be lifted 
up: that whosoever believeth in him should not 

perish, but have eternal life.

Regeneration 2¢ g@ve his only begotten Son, tha 

whosoever believeth in him should 
not perish, but have everlasting life. For God sent 
nothisSonintothe worldto condemn the world; but | 
that the world through him might be saved. He 
that believeth on him is not condemned: but he 
that believeth not is condemned already, because 
he hath not believed in the name of the only begot- 
ten Son of God. 

And this is the condemnation, that light is come 
into the world, and men loved darkness rather 
than light, because their deeds were evil. For every 
one that doeth evil hateth the light, neither 
cometh to the light, lest his deeds should be re- | 
proved. But he that doeth truth cometh to the 
light, that his deeds may be made manifest, that 
they are wrought in God. 


FTER these things came Jesus and his disciples 
A into the land of Judzea; and there he tarried 
with them, and baptized. 

And John also was baptizing in A‘non near to 
Salim, because there was much 
water there: and they came, and 
were baptized. For John was not 
yet cast into prison. 

Then there arose a question between some of 
John’s disciples and the Jews about purifying.

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And they came unto John, and said unto him, 
Rabbi, he that was with thee beyond Jordan, to 
whom thou barest witness, behold, the same bap- 
tizeth, and all men come to him. 

John answered and said, A man can receive 
nothing, except it be given him from heaven. Ye 
yourselves bear me witness, that I said, I am not 
the Christ, but that I am sent before him. He 
that hath the bride is the bridegroom: but the 
| friend of the bridegroom, which standeth and 
heareth him, rejoiceth greatly because of the 
bridegroom’s voice: this my joy therefore is ful- 
filled. He must increase, but I must decrease. 

He that cometh from above is above all: he 
that is of the earth is earthly, and speaketh 
of the earth: he that cometh from heaven is 
above all. And what he hath seen and heard, 
that he testifieth; and no man receiveth his tes- 
timony. He that hath received his testimony 
hath set to his seal that God is true. For he 
whom God hath sent speaketh the words of 
God: for God giveth not the Spirit by measure 
unto him. 

The Father loveth the Son, and hath given all 
things into his hand. He that believeth on the Son 
hath everlasting life: and he that believeth not 
the Son shall not see life; but the wrath of God 
abideth on him. 


HEN therefore the Lord knew how the 
Pharisees had heard that Jesus made and 
baptized more disciples than John,(though Jesus 

himself baptized not, but his dis- 
cpr ciples,) he left Judaa, and de-

Then saith the woman of Samaria unto him, 
How is it that thou, being a Jew, asketh drink of 
me, which am a woman of Samaria? for the Jews 
have no dealings with the Samaritans. Jesus 
answered and said unto her, If thou knewest the 
gift of God, and who it is that saith to thee, Give 
me to drink; thou wouldest have asked of him, 
and he would have given thee living water. 

The woman saith unto him, Sir, thou hast noth- 
ing to draw with, and the well is deep: from 
whence then hast thou that living water? Art thou 
greater than our father J acob, which gave us the | 
well, and drank thereof himself, and his children, | 
and his cattle? Jesus answered and said unto her, 
Whosoever drinketh of this water shall thirst 
again: but whosoever drinketh of the water that 
I shall give him shall never thirst; but the water 
that I shall give him shall be in him a well of water 
springing up into everlasting life. 

The woman saith unto him, Sir, give me this 
water, that I thirst not, neither come hither to 
draw. Jesus saith unto her, Go, call thy husband, 
and come hither. The woman answered and said, 
I have no husband. Jesus said unto her,Thou | 
| hast well said, I have no husband: for thou hast 
| had five husbands; and he whom thou now hast | 
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is not thy husband: in that saidst thou truly. 

The woman saith unto him, Sir, I perceive that 
thou art a prophet. Our fathers worshipped in 
this mountain; and ye say, that in Jerusalem is 
the place where men ought to worship. Jesus 
saith unto her, Woman, believe me, the hour 
cometh, when ye shall neither in this mountain, 
nor yet at Jerusalem, worship the Father. Ye 
worship ye know not what: we know what we 


cometh, and now is, when the true worshippers 
shall worship the Father in spirit and in truth: for

The woman saith unto him, I know that Mes- 
slas cometh, which is called Christ: when he is 
come, he will tell us all things.

ow in the fifteenth year of the reign of Tiberius 
N Cesar, Pontius Pilate being governor of 
Judzea, and Herod being tetrarch of Galilee, and 
his brother Philip tetrarch of Itu- 
rea and of the region of Trachon- 
itis, and Lysanias the tetrarch of 
Abilene. . .Herod the tetrarch, being reproved by 
him (John) for Herodias his brother Philip’s wife, 
and for all the evils which Herod had done, added 
yet this above all, that he shut up John in prison. 


John Cast 
Into Prison 


ow when all the people were baptized, it 
N came to pass that Jesus also being baptized, 
and praying, the heaven was opened, and the 
Holy Ghost descended in a bodily shape like a 
dove upon him, and a voice came 
from heaven, which said, Thou art 
my beloved Son; in thee I am well 
pleased. 

And Jesus himself began to be about thirty years 
of age, being (as was supposed) the son of Joseph, 

. .which was the son of Adam, which was the son 
of God. 

Now when Jesus had heard that John was 
cast into prison, he...returned in the power of 
the Spirit into Galilee: and there went out a fame 
of him through all the region round about. And 
he taught in their synagogues, being glorified 
of all. 


Jesus Near 
Thirty Years 
of Age 


Np he came to Nazareth, where he had been 
brought up: and, as his custom was, he went 
into the synagogue on the sabbath day, and stood 
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up for to read. And there was delivered unto him 
In Nazareth the bookof the prophet Esaias. And 
Scripture when he had opened the book, he 
Fulfilled foundthe place whereit was written. 


The Spirit of the Lord is upon me, 
Because he hath anointed me to 
preach the gospel to the poor; 
He hath sent me to heal the broken-hearted 
To preach deliverance to the captives, 
and recovering of sight to the blind, 
To set at liberty them that are bruised, 
To preach the acceptable year of the Lord. 


And he closed the book, and he gave it again to 
the minister, and sat down. And the eyes of all 
them that were in the synagogue were fastened on 
him. And he began to say unto them, This day is 
this scripture fulfilled in your ears. 

And all bare him witness, and wondered at the 
| gracious words which proceeded out of his mouth. 
And they said, Is not this Joseph’s son? And he 
said unto them, Ye will surely say unto me this 
proverb, Physician, heal thyself: whatsoever we 
have heard done in Capernaum, do also here in 
thy country. And he said, Verily I say unto you, 
No prophet is accepted in his own country. But 
I tell you of a truth, many widows were in Israel 
in the days of Elias, when the heaven was shut up 
three years and six months, when great famine | 
was throughout all the land; but unto none of 
them was Elias sent, save unto Sarepta, a city of 
Sidon, unto a woman that was a widow. And 
many lepers were in Israel in the time of Eliseus 
the prophet; and none of them was cleansed, 
saving, Naaman the Syrian. 

And all they in the synagogue, when they heard 
these things, were filled with wrath, and rose up, 
and thrust him out of the city, and led him unto | 
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the brow of the hill whereon their city was built, 
that they might cast him down headlong. 

| But he passing through the midst of them went 

his way. 


ND leaving Nazareth, he came and dwelt in 
Capernaum, which is upon the sea coast, in 
the borders of Zabulon and Neph- 
Preaching in thalim: that it might be fulfilled 
Capernaum which was spoken by Esaias the 
prophet, saying, 
The land of Zabulon, and the land of Nephthalim, 


By the way of the sea, beyond Jordan, Galilee of the 
Gentiles; 
The people which sat in darkness saw great light; 
And to them which sat in the region and shadow of 
death light is sprung up. 


From that time Jesus began to preach, and to 
| say, Repent: for the kingdom of heaven is at 
| hand. 


ND it came to pass, that, as the people pressed 
upon him to hear the word of God, he stood 
by the lake of Gennesaret, and saw two ships 
| standing by the lake: but the fishermen were 
gone out of them, and were washing their nets. 
And he entered into one of the ships, which was 
Simon’s, and prayed him that he would thrust 
out a little from the land. And he 
The Call 
of the Four = S@t_ down, and taught the people 
out of the ship. 

Now when he had left speaking, he said unto 
Simon, Launch out into thedeep, and let downyour 
nets for a draught. And Simon answering said 
unto him, Master, we have toiled all the night, 
and have taken nothing: nevertheless at thy word 

I will let down the net. And when they had this 
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done, they inclosed a great multitude of fishes: 
and their net brake. And they beckoned unto their 
partners, which were in the other ship, that they 
should come and help them. And they came, and 
filled both the ships, so that they began to sink. 

When Simon Peter saw it, he fell down at Jesus’ 
knees, saying, Depart from me; for I am a sinful 
man, O Lord. For he was astonished, and all that 
were with him, at the draught of the fishes which 
they had taken: and so was also James, and John, 
the sons of Zebedee, which were partners with 
Simon. And Jesus said unto Simon, Fear not; 
from henceforth thou shalt catch men. 

And when they had brought their ships to land, 
they forsook all, and followed him. 


ND straightway on the sabbath day he entered 
A into the synagogue, and taught. And they 
were astonished at his doctrine: for he taught 
Day of them as one that had authority, 
Miracles and not as the scribes. And there 

was in their synagogue a man with 
an unclean spirit; and he cried out, saying, Let 
us alone; what have we to do with thee, thou 
Jesus of Nazareth? art thou come to destroy us? 
| I know thee who thou art, the Holy One of God. 
And Jesus rebuked him, saying, Hold thy peace, 
and come out of him. And when the unclean spirit 
had torn him, and cried with a loud voice, he 
came out of him. And they were all amazed, in- 
somuch that they questioned among themselves, 
saying, What thing is this? what new doctrine is 
this? for with authority commandeth he even the 
unclean spirits, and they do obey him. 
And he arose out of the synagogue, and entered 
into Simon’s house. And Simon’s wife’s mother 
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was taken with a great fever; and they besought 
him for her. And he stood over her, and rebuked 
the fever; and it left her: and immediately she 
arose and ministered unto them. 

Now when the sun was setting, all they that had 
| any sick with divers diseases brought them unto 
him; and he laid his hands on every one of them, 
and healed them. And devils also came out of 
many, crying out, and saying, Thou art Christ the 
Son of God. And he rebuking them suffered them 
not to speak: for they knew that he was Christ.

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But so much the more went there a fame abroad 
of him: and great multitudes came together to | 
hear, and to be healed by him of their infirmities.

the house. And straightway many were gathered 
together, insomuch that there was no room to 
receive them, no, not so much as about the door: 
and he preached the word unto them. 

And they come unto him, bringing one sick of the 
palsy, which was borne of four. And 
when they could not come nigh 
unto him for the press, they uncov- 
ered the roof where he was: and 
when they had broken it up, they let down the bed 
wherein the sick of the palsy lay. When Jesus 
saw their faith, he said unto the sick of the palsy, 
Son, thy sins be forgiven thee. 

But there were certain of the scribes sitting there, 
and reasoning in their hearts, Why doth this man 
thus speak blasphemies? who can forgive sins but 
God only? And immediately when Jesus perceived 
in his spirit that they so reasoned within them- 
selves, he said unto them, Why reason ye these | 
things in your hearts? Whether is it easier to say 
to the sick of the palsy, Thy sins be forgiven thee; 
or to say, Arise, and take up thy bed, and walk? 

But that ye may know that the Son of man hath 
power on earth to forgive sins, (he saith to the sick 
of the palsy,) I say unto thee, Arise, and take up 
thy bed, and go thy way into thine house. And 
immediately he arose, took up the bed, and went 
forth before them all; insomuch that they were

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all amazed, and glorified God, saying, We never 
saw it on this fashion. 


ND after these things he went forth, and saw a 
publican, named Levi, sitting at the receipt 
of custom: and he said unto him, Follow me. And 
he left all, rose up, and followed him. And Levi 
made him a great feast in his own 
house: and there was a great com- 
pany of publicans and of others 
that sat down with them. But their scribes and 
Pharisees murmured against his disciples, saying, 
Why do ye eat and drink with publicans and sin- 
ners? And Jesus answering said unto them, They 
that are whole need not a physician; but they that 
are sick. I came not to call the righteous, but sin- 
ners to repentance.

And a certain man was there, which had an in- 
firmity thirty and eight years. When Jesus saw 
him lie, and knew that he had been now a long 
time in that case, he saith unto him, Wilt thou be 
made whole? The impotent man answered him, 
Sir, I have no man, when the water is troubled, to 
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put me into the pool: but while I am coming, an- 
other steppeth down before me. Jesus saith unto 
him, Rise, take up thy bed, and walk. And im- 
mediately the man was made whole, and took up 
his bed, and walked: and on the same day was the 
sabbath. 


HE Jews thereforesaid unto him that wascured, 
It is the sabbath day: it is not lawful for 
thee to carry thy bed. He answered 


pee ra them, He that made me whole, the 
enh ij same said unto me, Take up thy 


bed, and walk. 
Then asked they him, What man is that which 
| said unto thee, Take up thy bed, and walk? And 
he that was healed wist not who it was: for Jesus 
had conveyed himself away, a multitude being in 
that place. 

Afterward Jesus findeth him in the temple, and 
said unto him, Behold, thou art made whole: sin 
no more, lest a worse thing come unto thee. The | 
man departed, and told the Jews that it was Jesus, 
which had made him whole. And therefore did the 
Jews persecute Jesus, and sought to slay him, be- 
cause he had done these things on the sabbath day. 


ut Jesus answered them, My Father worketh 

hitherto, and I work. Therefore the Jews | 
| sought the more to kill him, because he not only 
had broken the sabbath, but said also that God 
was his Father, making himself

Q Then answered Jesus and said 
Testimony of ; ! 
his Bathor unto them, Verily, verily, I say 


unto you, The Son can do nothing 
of himself, but what he seeth the Father do: for 
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what things soever he doeth, these also doeth the 
Son likewise. For the Father loveth the Son, and 
sheweth him all things that himself doeth; and he 
will shew him greater works than these, that ye 
may marvel. For as the Father raiseth up the 
dead, and quickeneth them; even sothe Son quick- 
eneth whom he will. For the Father judgeth no 
man, but hath committed all judgment unto the 
Son: that all men should honour the Son, even as 
they honour the Father. Hethat honoureth not the 
Son honoureth not the Father which hath sent him. 

Verily, verily, I say unto you, He that heareth 
my word, and believeth on him that sent me, hath 
everlasting life, and shall not come into condem- 
nation; but is passed from death unto life. 

Verily, verily, I say unto you, The hour is com- 
ing, and now is, when the dead shall hear the 
voice of the Son of God: and they that hear shall 
live. For as the Father hath life in himself; so 
hath he given to the Son to have life in himself; 
and hath given him authority to execute judgment 
also, because he is the Son of man. 

Marvel not at this: for the hour is coming, in 
| the which all that are in the graves shall hear his 
voice, and shall come forth; they that have done 
good, unto the resurrection of life; and they that 
have done evil, unto the resurrection of damna- 
tion. I can of mine own self do nothing: as I hear, 
I judge: and my judgment is just; because I seek 
| not mine own will, but the will of the Father which 
hath sent me. If I bear witness of myself, my 
witness is not true.

And ye will not come to me, that ye might have 
life. I receive not honour from men. But I know 
you, that ye have not the love of God in you. 

I am come in my Father’s name, and ye receive 
me not: if another shall come in his own name, 
him ye will receive. How can ye believe, which 
receive honour one of another, and seek not the 
honour that cometh from God only? Do not think 
that I will accuse you to the Father: there is one 
that accuseth you, even Moses, in whom ye trust. 
For had ye believed Moses, ye would have believed 
me: for he wrote of me. But if ye believed not his 
| writings, how shall ye believe my words? 


ND it came to pass, that he went through the 
corn fields on the sabbath day; and his dis- 

ciples began, as they went, to pluck the ears of 

| corn. And the Pharisees said unto him, Behold, | 

| why do they on the sabbath day that which is 

not lawful? 
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And he said unto them, Have ye never read 
what David did, when he had need, 
and was an hungred, he, and they 
that were with him?

things he did, came unto him. 
Andhespaketo his disciples, that 
a small ship should wait on him because of the mul- | 
titude, lest they should throng him. For he had | 
healed many;insomuch that they pressed upon him 
for to touch him, as many as had plagues. And un- 
clean spirits, when they saw him, fell down before 
him, and cried, saying, Thou art the Son of God. 
And he straitly charged them that they should not 
make him known.

And 
he was in the hinder part of the 
ship, asleep on a pillow: and they awake him, 
and say unto him, Master, carest thou not that 
we perish? And he arose, and rebuked the wind, 
and said unto the sea, Peace, be still. 

And the wind ceased, and there was a great 
calm. And he said unto them, Why are ye so fear- 
ful? how is it that ye have no faith? And they 
feared exceedingly, and said one to another, What 
manner of man is this, that even the wind and the 
sea obey him?

ND they came over unto the other side of the 
sea, into the country of the Gadarenes.

For he said unto him, 
Come out of the man, thou unclean spirit. And he 
asked him, What is thy name? And he answered, 
saying, My name is Legion: for we are many. And 
he besought him much that he would not send 
them away out of the country. 

Now there was there nigh unto the mountains a 
great herd of swine feeding. And all the devils 
besought him, saying, Send us into the swine, 
that we may enter into them. And forthwith 
Jesus gave them leave. And the unclean spirits 
went out, and entered into the swine: and the 
herd ran violently down a steep place into the sea, 
(they were about two thousand;) and were choked 
in the sea. 

And they that fed the swine fled, and told it in 
the city, and in the country. And they went out 
to see what it was that was done. And they come 
to Jesus, and see him that was possessed with the 
devil, and had the legion, sitting, and clothed, and 
in his right mind: and they were afraid. And they 
that saw it told them how it befell to him that 
was possessed with the devil, and also concerning 
the swine. And they began to pray him to depart 
out of their coasts. 

And when he was come into the ship, he that 
had been possessed with the devil prayed him 
that he might be with him. Howbeit Jesus suf- 
fered him not, but saith unto him, Go home to 
thy friends, and tell them how great things the 
Lord hath done for thee, and hath had compas- 
sion on thee. And he departed, and began to 


publish in Decapolis how great things Jesus had 
done for him: and all men did marvel. 


ND, behold, there came a man named Jairus, 

and he was a ruler of the synagogue: and 
he fell down at Jesus’ feet, and besought him that 
he would come into his house: for he had one 
only daughter, about twelve years of age, and she 
lay a dying. But as he went the 
people thronged him. And a wo- 
man having an issue of blood 
twelve years, which had spent all her living upon 
physicians, neither could be healed of any, came 
behind him, and touched the border of his gar- 
ment: and immediately her issue of blood 
stanched. 

And Jesus said, Who touched me? When all 
denied, Peter and they that were with him said, 
Master, the multitude throng thee and press thee, 
| and sayest thou, Who touched me? And Jesus 
said, Somebody hath touched me: for I perceive 
that virtue is gone out of me. And when the 
woman saw that she was not hid, she came trem- 
bling, and falling down before him, she declared 
unto him before all the people for what cause she 
had touched him, and how she was healed im- 
mediately. And he said unto her, Daughter, be of 
good comfort: thy faith hath made thee whole; go 
in peace. 

While he yet spake, there cometh one from the 
ruler of the synagogue’s house, saying to him, 
Thy daughter is dead; trouble not the Master. 
But when Jesus heard it, he answered him, saying, 
Fear not: believe only, and she shall be made 
whole. And when he came into the house, he 
suffered no man to go in, save Peter, and James,

As they went out, behold, they brought to him 
a dumb man possessed with a devil. And when 
the devil was cast out, the dumb spake: and the 
multitudes marvelled, saying, It was never so 
seen in Israel. But the Pharisees said, He casteth 
out devils through the prince of the devils. 


np he went out from thence, and came into 

his own country; and his disciples follow 
him. And when the sabbath day was come, he 
began to teach in the synagogue: and many hear- | 
ing him were astonished, saying, From whence 
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hath this man these things? and what wisdom is 
this which is given unto him, that 
PLR arias even such mighty works are wrought 
pc ily by his hands?

And they were offended at him. But Jesus said 
unto them, A prophet is not without honour, but 
in his own country, and among his own kin, and in 
his own house.

t~ that time Herod the tetrarch heard of the | 
A fame of Jesus, and said unto his servants, | 
This is John the Baptist; he is risen from the dead; 
and therefore mighty works do shew forth them- | 


selves in him. For Herod had laid |

tist Beheaded hold on John, and bound him, and 


put him in prison for Herodias’ | 
sake, his brother Philip’s wife. For John said unto 
him, It is not lawful for thee to have her. 

And when he would have put him to death, he 
feared the multitude, because they counted him 
as a prophet. But when Herod’s birthday was kept, 
the daughter of Herodias danced before them, and_ | 
pleased Herod. Whereupon he promised with an 
oath to give her whatsoever she would ask. And 
she, being before instructed of her mother, said, 
Give me here John Baptist’s head in a charger. | 
| And the king was sorry: nevertheless for the oath’s | 
sake, and them which sat with him at meat, he | 
commanded it to be given her. And he sent, and 
beheaded John in the prison. And his head was 
brought in a charger, and given to the damsel: | 
and she brought it to her mother. And his dis- | 
|} ciples came, and took up the body, and buried it, 
and went and told Jesus. 

When Jesus heard of it, he departed thence by 
ship into a desert place apart: and when the | 
people had heard thereof, they followed him on | 
foot out of the cities. And Jesus went forth, and | 
saw a great multitude, and was moved with com- | 
passion toward them, and he healed their sick. 
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St. Mark ND the apostles gathered themselves together 

unto Jesus, and told him all things, both 
what they had done, and what they had taught. 
And he said unto them, Come ye yourselves apart 
into a desert place, and rest a while: 
for there were many coming and 
going, and they had no leisure so 
much as to eat. And they depart- 
ed into a desert place by ship privately. And the 
people saw them departing, and many knew him, 
and ran afoot thither out of all cities, and outwent 
them, and came together unto him. And Jesus, 
when he came out, saw much people, and was 
| moved with compassion toward them, because 
they were as sheep not having a shepherd: and he 
began to teach them many things. 

And when the day was now far spent, his dis- 
ciples came unto him, and said, This is a desert 
place, and now the time is far passed: send them 
away, that they may go into the country round 
about, and into the villages, and buy themselves 
bread: for they have nothing to eat. He answered 
and said unto them, Give ye them to eat. And 
they say unto him, Shall we go and buy two 
hundred pennyworth of bread, and give them to 
eat? He saith unto them, How many loaves have 
ye? go and see. And when they knew, they say, 
Five, and two fishes. And he commanded them 
to make all sit down by companies upon the green 
grass. 

And they sat down in ranks, by hundreds, and 
by fifties. And when he had taken the five loaves 
and the two fishes, he looked up to heaven, and 
blessed, and brake the loaves, and gave them to his 
disciples to set before them; and the two fishes 
divided he among them all. And they did all eat,

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and were filled. And they took up twelve baskets 
full of the fragments, and of the fishes. And they

And straightway he constrained his disciples to 
get into the ship, and to go to the other side be- 
fore unto Bethsaida, while he sent away the | 
people. And when he had sent them away, he 
departed into a mountain to pray. 


ND when even was come, the ship was in the 

midst of the sea, and he alone on the land. 
| And he saw them toiling in rowing; for the wind 
was contrary unto them: and about the fourth 
watch of the night he cometh unto 
them, walking upon the sea, and 
would have passed by them. But | 
when they saw him walking upon the sea, they 
supposed it had been a spirit, and cried out: for 
they all saw him, and were troubled. And im- 
mediately he talked with them, and saith unto 
them, Be of good cheer: it is I; be not afraid. And | 
he went up unto them into the ship; and the wind 
ceased: and they were sore amazed in themselves 
beyond measure, and wondered. For they con- 
sidered not the miracle of the loaves: for their 
heart was hardened. 

And when they had passed over, they came into | 
the land of Gennesaret, and drew to the shore. 
And when they were come out of the ship, straight- 
way they knew him, and ran through that whole 
region around about, and began to carry about in 
beds those that were sick, where they heard he 
was.

HEN said they unto him, What shall we do, 

that we might work the works of God? Jesus 
answered and said unto them, This is the work of 
God, that ye believe on him whom 
he hath sent. 

They said therefore unto him, 
What sign shewest thou then, that we may see, 
and believe thee? what dost thou work? Our 
fathers did eat manna in the desert; as it is written, 
He gave them bread from heaven to eat.

day. And this is the will of him that sent me, that | 
every one which seeth the Son, and believeth on | 
him, may have everlasting life: and I will raise 
him up at the last day. 

The Jews then murmured at him, because he 
said, lam the bread which came down from heaven.

And there appeared 
unto them Elias with Moses: and they were talk- 
ing with Jesus. 
| And Peter answered and said to Jesus, Master, 
it is good for us to be here: and let us make three

one for Elias. For he wist not what to say; for 
they were sore afraid.

But I say unto you, That Elias is indeed 
come, and they have done unto him whatsoever 
they listed, as it is written of him. 


ND when he came to his disciples, he saw a 
great multitude about them, and the scribes | 
questioning with them. And straightway all the 
people, when they beheld him, were greatly amazed, 
and running to him saluted him. And he asked 
the scribes, What question ye with 
ction ? And one of the multitud 
eniniad Hoy them? An one of the multitude 
answered and said, Master, I have 
brought unto thee my son, which hath a dumb 
spirit; and wheresoever he taketh him, he teareth 
him: and he foameth, and gnasheth with his teeth, 
and pineth away: and I spake to thy disciples that 
they should cast him out; and they could not. 

He answereth him, and saith, O faithless gen- 
eration, how long shall I be with you? how long 
shall I suffer you? bring him unto me. And they 
brought him unto him: and when he saw him, 
straightway the spirit tare him; and he fell on the 
ground, and wallowed foaming. And he asked his 
father, How long is it ago since this came unto 
him? And he said, Of a child. And ofttimes it hath 
cast him into the fire, and into the waters, to de- 
stroy him: but if thou canst do anything, have 
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compassion on us, and help us. Jesus said unto 
him, If thou canst believe, all things are possible 
to him that believeth. And straightway the father 
of the child cried out, and said with tears, Lord, I 
believe; help thou mine unbelief. 

When Jesus saw that the people came running 
together, he rebuked the foul spirit, saying unto 
him, Thou dumb and deaf spirit, I charge thee, 
come out of him, and enter no more into him. 
And the spirit cried, and rent him sore, and came 
out of him: and he was as one dead; insomuch 
| that many said, He is dead. But Jesus took him 
by the hand, and lifted him up; and he arose. 

And when he was come into the house, his dis- 
ciples asked him privately, Why could not we cast 
him out? And he said unto them, This kind can 
| come forth by nothing, but by prayer and fasting. 


ND while they abode in Galilee, Jesus said unto 
them, The Son of man shall be betrayed into 
the hands of men: and they shall 
| Again Predicts kill him, and the third day he shall 
Death and be raised again. And they were 

| Resurrection exceeding sorry. 


ND when they were come to Capernaum, they 

that received tribute money came to Peter, 
and said, Doth not your master pay tribute? He 
saith, Yes. And when he was come into the house, 
Jesus prevented him, saying, What thinkest thou, 
Simon? of whom do the kings of 
the earth take custom or tribute? of 
their own children, or of strangers? 
Peter saith unto him, Of strangers. Jesus saith 
unto him, Then are the children free. Notwith- 
standing, lest we should offend them, go thou to 
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the sea, and cast an hook, and take up the fish 
that first cometh up; and when thou hast opened 
his mouth, thou shalt find a piece of money: that 
take, and give unto them for me and thee. 
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tT the same time came the disciples unto Jesus, 
A saying, Who is the greatest in the kingdom 
of heaven? And Jesus called a little child unto him, 
and set him in the midst of them, and said, Verily 
I say unto you, Except ye be converted, and be- 
come as little children, ye shall not 


Soa hey enter into the kingdom of heaven. 
Humility and 

Whosoever therefore shall hum- 
Forgiveness 


ble himself as this little child, the 
same is greatest in the kingdom of heaven. 

And whoso shall receive one such little child in | 
my name receiveth me. But whoso shall offend 
one of these little ones which believe in me, it 
were better for him that a millstone were hanged 
about his neck, and that he were drowned in the | 
depth of the sea. 

Then came Peter to him, and said, Lord, how 
oft shall my brother sin against me, and I forgive 
him? till seven times? Jesus saith unto him, I say 
not unto thee, Until seven times: but, Until sev- 
enty times seven. 


FTER these things Jesus walked in Galilee: for 
he would not walk in Jewry, because the Jews 
sought to kill him. Now the Jews’ feast of taber- 
nacles was at hand. His brethren therefore said 
unto him, Depart hence, and go into Juda, that 
thy disciples also may see the works that thou 
doest. For there is no man that 

Feast of the doeth any thing in secret, and he 
Tabernacles _ himself seeketh to be known openly. 
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If thou do these things, shew thyself to the world. 
For neither did his brethren believe in him. 
Then Jesus said unto them, My time is not yet 
come: but your time is alway ready. The world 
cannot hate you; but me it hateth, because I 
testify of it, that the works thereof are evil. Go 
ye up unto this feast: I go not up yet unto this 
feast; for my time is not yet full come. When he 
had said these words unto them, he abode still in 
Galilee. But when his brethren were gone up, then 
went he also up unto the feast, not openly, but as 
it were in secret. Then the Jews sought him at the 
feast, and said, Where is he? And there was much 
murmuring among the people concerning him: for 
some said, He is a good man: others said, Nay; 
but he deceiveth the people. Howbeit no man 
spake openly of him for fear of the Jews. 


ow about the midst of the feast Jesus went. 
N up into the temple, and taught. And the 
Jews marvelled, saying, How knoweth this man 
letters, having never learned? Jesus answered 
them, and said, My doctrine is not 
mine, but his that sent me. If any 
man will do his will, he shall know 
of the doctrine, whether it be of God, or whether 
I speak of myself. He that speaketh of himself 
seeketh his own glory: but he that seeketh his 
glory that sent him, the same is true, and no un- 
righteousness is in him. 

Did not Moses give you the law, and yet none 
of you keepeth the law? Why go ye about to kill 
me? The people answered and said, Thou hast a 
devil: who goeth about to killthee? Jesus answered 
and said unto them, I have done one work, and 
ye all marvel. Moses therefore gave unto you | 
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circumcision; (not because it is of Moses, but of | 
the fathers;) and ye on the sabbath day circum- | 
cise a man. If a man on the sabbath day receive 
circumcision, that the law of Moses should not be 
broken; are ye angry at me, because I have made 
@ man every whit whole on the sabbath day? 
Judge not according to the appearance, but judge | 
righteous judgment. 
| Then said some of them of Jerusalem, Is not 
this he, whom they seek to kill? But, lo, he speak- 
eth boldly, and they say nothing unto him. Do 
the rulers know indeed that this is the very Christ? | 
Howbeit we know this man whence he is: but | 
when Christ cometh, no man knoweth whence he | 
is 


Then cried Jesus in the temple as he taught, | 
saying, Ye both know me, and ye know whence I 
am: and I am not come of myself, but he that | 
sent me is true, whom ye know not. But I know | 
him: for I am from him, and he hath sent me. 

Then they sought to take him: but no man laid 
hands on him, because his hour was not yet come. 
And many of the people believed on him, and | 
said, When Christ cometh, willhedomore miracles 
than these which this man hath done? 

The Pharisees heard that the people murmured 
such things concerning him; and the Pharisees and 
the chief priests sent officers to take him. 

Then said Jesus unto them, Yet a little while 
am I with you, and then I go unto him that sent 
me. Ye shall seek me, and shall not find me: and 
where I am, thither ye cannot come. 

Then said the Jews among themselves, Whither 
will he go, that we shall not find him? will he go 
unto the dispersed among the Gentiles, and teach 
the Gentiles? What manner of saying is this that 
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he said, Ye shall seek me, and shall not find me: 
and where I am, thither ye cannot come! 


N the last day, that great day of the feast, Jesus 
stood and cried, saying, If any man thirst, let 
him come unto me, and drink. He that believeth 
on me, as the scripture hath said, out of his belly 

shall flow rivers of living water. 
anda (But this spake he of the Spirit, 

which they that believe on him 
should receive: for the Holy Ghost was not yet 
given; because that Jesus was not yet glorified.) 

Many of the people therefore, when they heard 
this saying, said, Of a truth this is the Prophet. 
Others said, This is the Christ. But some said, | 
Shall Christ come out of Galilee? Hath not the 
scripture said, That Christ cometh of the seed of | 
David, and out of the town of Bethlehem, where 
David was? 

So there was a division among the people be- 
cause of him. And some of them would have taken 
him; but no man laid hands on him. | 

Then came the officers to the chief priests and 
Pharisees; and they said unto them, Why have 
ye not brought him? The officers answered, Never 
man spake like this man. Then answered them the 
Pharisees, Are ye also deceived? have any of the 
rulers or of the Pharisees believed on him? But this 
people who knoweth not the law are cursed. 

Nicodemus saith unto them, (he that came to. 
Jesus by night, being one of them,) doth our law 
judge any man, before it hear him, and know 
what he doeth? They answered and said unto 
him, Art thou also of Galilee? Search, and look: 
for out of Galilee ariseth no prophet. And every 
man went unto his own house. 


HEN spake Jesus again unto them, saying, I 
"eer the light of the world: he that followeth 
me shall not walk in darkness, but shall have the 
light of life. 

The Pharisees therefore said unto him, Thou | 
The Light of bearest record of thyself; thy record | 
the World 1s not true. Jesus answered and | 

said unto them, Though I bear 
record of myself, yet my record is true: for I | 
know whence I came, and whither I go; but ye | 
cannot tell whence I come, and whither I go. Ye 
judge after the flesh; I judge no man. And yet | 
if I judge, my judgment is true: for I am not alone, 
but I and the Father that sent me. It is also writ- | 
ten in your law, that the testimony of two men is | 
true. I am one that bear witness of myself, and 
the Father that sent me beareth witness of me. 
Then said they unto him, Where is thy Father? 
Jesus answered, Ye neither know me, nor my 
Father: if ye had known me, ye should have 
known my Father also. | 

These words spake Jesus in the treasury, as he | 
taught in the temple: and no man laid hands on 
him; for his hour was not yet come. 

Then said Jesus again unto them, I go my way, 
and ye shall seek me, and shall die in your sins: 
whither I go, ye cannot come. Then said the 
Jews, Will he kill himself? because he saith, 
Whither I go, ye cannot come. And he said unto 
them, Ye are from beneath; Iam from above: ye are 
of this world; Iam not of this world. Isaid therefore 
unto you, that ye shall die in your sins: for if ye be- 
lieve not that I am he, ye shall die in your sins. 


HEN Said they unto him, Who art thou? And 
Jesus saith unto them, Even the same that I 
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said unto you from the beginning. I have many 

things to say and to judge of you: but he that 

sent me is true; and I speak to the world those 
things which I have heard of him. 

he aah They understood not that he spake 
to them of the Father. 

Then said Jesus unto them, When ye have lifted 
up the Son of man, then shall ye know that I am 
he, and that I do nothing of myself; but as my 
| Father hath taught me, I speak these things. And 
| he that sent me is with me: the Father hath not 
left me alone; for I do always those things that 
please him. 

As he spake these words, many believed on him. 


HEN said Jesus to those Jews which believed 

8 He him, If ye continue in my word, then are ye 
my disciples indeed; and ye shall know the truth, 
| and the truth shall make you free. They answered 
him, We be Abraham’s seed, and 


| Re were never in bondage to any man: 
| Throug how sayest thou, Ye shall be made

Jesus answered them, Verily, 
| verily, I say unto you, Whosoever committeth sin 
is the servant of sin. And the servant abideth not 
in the house for ever: but the Son abideth ever. 
| If the Son therefore shall make you free, ye shall 
| be free indeed. I know that ye are Abraham’s 
seed; but ye seek to kill me, because my word hath 
no place in you. I speak that which I have seen 
with my Father: and ye do that which ye have 
seen with your father. 

They answered and said unto him, Abraham is 
| our father. Jesus saith unto them, If ye were 
| Abraham’s children, ye would do the works of 
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Abraham. But now ye seek to kill me, a man that 
hath told you the truth, which I have heard of 
God: this did not Abraham. Ye do the deeds of 
your father. 

Then said they to him, We be not born of for- 
nication; we have one Father, even God. Jesus 
said unto them, If God were your Father, ye would 
love me: for I proceeded forth and came from God; 
neither came I of myself, but he sent me. Why 
do ye not understand my speech? even because 
ye cannot hear my word. Ye are of your father 
the devil, and the lusts of your father ye will do. 
He was a murderer from the beginning, and abode 
not in the truth, because there is no truth in him. 
When he speaketh a lie, he speaketh of his own: 
for he is a liar, and the father of it. And because 
I tell you the truth, ye believe me not. Which of 
you convinceth me of sin? And if I say the truth, 
why do ye not believe me? He that is of God 
heareth God’s words: ye therefore hear them not, 
because ye are not of God. 

Then answered the Jews, and said unto him, 
Say we not well that thou art a Samaritan, and 
hast a devil? Jesus answered, I have not a devil; 
but I honour my Father, and ye do dishonour me. 
And I seek not mine own glory: there is one that 
seeketh and judgeth. Verily, verily, I say unto you, 
If a man keep my saying, he shall never see death. 

Then said the Jews unto him, Now we know 
that thou hast a devil. Abraham is dead, and the 
prophets; and thou sayest, If a man keep my 
saying, he shall never taste of death. Art thou 
greater than our father Abraham, which is dead? 
and the prophets are dead: whom makest thou 
thyself? Jesus answered, If I honour myself, my 
honour is nothing: it is my Father that honoureth 
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me; of whom ye say, that he is your God: yet ye 
have not known him; but I know him: and if I 
should say, I know him not, I shall be a liar like 
unto you: but I know him, and keep his saying. 
Your father Abraham rejoiced to see my day: and 
he saw it, and was glad. 

Then said the Jews unto him, Thou art not yet 
fifty years old, and hast thou seen Abraham? 
Jesus said unto them, Verily, verily, I say unto 
you, Before Abraham was, I am. 

Then took they up stones to cast at him: but 
Jesus hid himself, and went out of the temple, 
| going through the midst of them, and so passed by.

From the Final Departure of Jesus from 


Galilee to His Triumphal Entry 
into Jerusalem 


ND it came to pass, when the time was come, 

that he should be received up, he steadfastly 
set his face to go to Jerusalem, and 
sent messengers before his face: 
and they went, and entered into a 
village of Samaritans, to make 
ready for him. And they did not 
receive him because his face was as though he 
would go to Jerusalem. 

And when his disciples James and John saw this, 
they said, Lord, wilt thou that we command fire to 
come down from heaven, and consume them, even 
as Elias did? But he turned, and rebuked them, and 
said, Ye know not what manner of spirit ye are of, 
For the Son of man is not come to destroy men’s 
lives but to save them. And they went to another 
village. 

And it came to pass, that, as they went in the 
way, a certain man said unto him, Lord, I will fol- 
low thee whithersoever thou goest. And Jesus said 
unto him, Foxes have holes, and birds of the air 
have nests; but the Son of man hath not where to 
lay his head. 

And he said unto another, Follow me. But he 
said, Lord, suffer me first to go and bury my 
father. Jesus said unto him, Let the dead bury 
their dead: but go thou and preach the kingdom 
of God. 

And another also said, Lord, I will follow thee; 
but let me first go bid them farewell, which are at 
home at my house. And Jesus said unto him, No 
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man, having put his hand to the plough, and look- 
ing back, is fit for the kingdom of God. 


FTER these things the Lord appointed other 
A seventy also, and sent them two and two 
before his face into every city and place, whither 
he himself would come. Therefore said he unto 
them, The harvest truly is great, but the labourers 
are few: pray ye therefore the Lord 
of the harvest, that he would send 
forth labourers into his harvest. 
Go your ways: behold, I send you 
forth as lambs among wolves. Carry neither purse, 
nor scrip, nor shoes: and salute no man by the 
way. And into whatsoever house ye enter, first 
say, Peace be to this house. And if the son of 
peace be there, your peace shall rest upon it: if not, 
it shall turn to you again. And in the same house 
remain, eating and drinking such things as they 
give: for the labourer is worthy of his hire. Go not 
from house to house. 

And into whatsoever city ye enter, and they re- | 
ceive you, eat such things as are set before you: 
and heal the sick that are therein, and say unto 
them, The kingdom of God is come nigh unto you. 
But into whatsoever city ye enter, and they re- 
ceive you not, go your ways out into the streets 
of the same, and say, Even the very dust of your 
city, which cleaveth on us, we do wipe off against 
you: notwithstanding be ye sure of this, that the 
kingdom of God is come nigh unto you. 

But I say unto you, that it shall be more toler- 
able in that day for Sodom, than for that city. Woe 
unto thee, Chorazin! woe unto thee, Bethsaida! for 
if the mighty works had been done in Tyre and 
| Sidon, which have been done in you, they had a 
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great while ago repented, sitting in sackcloth and 

ashes. But it shall be more tolerable for Tyre and | 
Sidon at the judgment, than for you. And thou, 
Capernaum, which are exalted to heaven, shalt 
be thrust down to hell. He that heareth you hear- 
eth me; and he that despiseth you despiseth me; 
| and he that despiseth me despiseth him that sent 
me. 


nD the seventy returned again with joy, saying, | 

Lord, even the devils are subject unto us | 
through thy name. And he said unto them, I be- | 
held Satan as lightning fall from heaven. Behold, 
I give unto you power to tread on | 
serpents and scorpions, and over | 
all the power of the enemy: and | 
nothing shall by any means hurt you. Notwith- | 
standing in this rejoice not, that the spirits are | 
subject unto you; but rather rejoice, because, your 
| names are written in heaven. | 

In that hour Jesus rejoiced in spirit, and said, I | 
thank thee, O Father, Lord of heaven and earth, 
that thou hast hid these things from the wise and | 
prudent, and hast revealed them unto babes: even | 
so, Father; for so it seemed good in thy sight. All 
things are delivered to me of my Father: and no 
man knoweth who the Son is, but the Father; and 
| who the Father is, but the Son, and he to whom | 
the Son will reveal him. - 

And he turned him unto his disciples, and said 
privately, Blessed are the eyes which see the 
things that ye see: for I tell you, that many 
prophets and kings have desired to see those things 
which ye see, and have not seen them, and to hear | 
those things which ye hear, and have not heard | 
them. 
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ND, behold, a certain lawyer stood up, and

bid her therefore that she help me. And Jesus 
answered and said unto her, Martha, Martha, 
thou art careful and troubled about many things: 
but one thing is needful: and Mary hath chosen 
that good part, which shall not be taken away 
from her. 
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ND as Jesus passed by, he saw a man which 
was blind from his birth. And his disciples | 
asked him, saying, Master, who did sin, this man, 
or his parents, that he was born blind? Jesus 
answered, Neither hath this man 

Heals Man i ; 
Born Blind sinned, nor his parents: but that 
the works of God should be made 
manifest in him. I must work the works of him 
that sent me, while it is day: the night cometh, 
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when no man can work. As long as I am in the 
world, I am the light of the world. 

When he had thus spoken, he spat on the 
ground, and made clay of the spittle, and he 
anointed the eyes of the blind man with the clay, 
and said unto him, Go, wash in the pool of Siloam, 
(which is by interpretation, Sent.) He went his | 
way therefore, and washed, and came seeing. 

The neighbours therefore, and they which before | 
had seen him that he was blind, said, Is not this | 
he that sat and begged? Some said, This is he: | 
others said, He is like him: but he said, I am he. | 
Therefore said they unto him, How were thine | 
eyes opened? He answered and said, A man that 
| is called Jesus made clay, and anointed mine eyes, 
| and said unto me, Go to the pool of Siloam, and 
wash: and I went and washed, and I received | 
| sight. Then said they unto him, Where is he? He | 
| said, I know not. 

They brought to the Pharisees him that afore- | 
time was blind. And it was the sabbath day when 
| Jesus made the clay, and opened his eyes. Then 
again the Pharisees also asked him how he had | 
received his sight. He said unto them, He put clay 
upon mine eyes, and I washed, and do see. There- 
fore said some of the Pharisees, This man is not 
of God, because he keepeth not the sabbath day. 
Others said, How can a man that is a sinner do 
such miracles? And there was a division among 
them. They say unto the blind man again, What 
sayest thou of him, that he hath opened thine 
eyes? He said, He is a prophet. 

But the Jews ddi not believe concerning him, 
that he had been blind, and received his sight, 
until they called the parents of him that had re- 
ceived his sight. And they asked them, saying, 
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| Is this your son, who ye say was born blind? how 
then doth he now see? 
| His parents answered them and said, We know 
that this is our son, and that he was born blind: 
| but by what means he now seeth, we know not; 
| or who hath opened his eyes, we know not: he is 
| of age; ask him: he shall speak for himself. These 
| words spake his parents, because they feared the 
| Jews: for the Jews had agreed already, that if any 
man did confess that he was Christ, he should be 
| put out of the synagogue. ‘Therefore said his 
parents, He is of age; ask him. 

Then again called they the man that was blind, 
and said unto him, Give God the praise: we know 
that this man is a sinner. He answered and said, 
Whether he be a sinner or no, I know not: one 
thing I know, that, whereas I was blind, now I 
see. Then said they to him again, What did he 
| to thee? how opened he thine eyes? He answered 
| them, I have told you already, and ye did not 
| hear: wherefore would ye hear it again? will ye 
| also be his disciples? 

Then they reviled him, and said, Thou art his 
disciple; but we are Moses’ disciples. We know 
| that God spake unto Moses: as for this fellow, we 
| know not from whence he is. 

The man answered and said unto them, Why 
herein is a marvellous thing, that ye know not 
from whence he is, and yet he hath opened mine 
eyes. Now we know that God heareth not sin- 
| ners: but if any man be a worshipper of God, and 
i doeth his will, him he heareth. Since the world 
began was it not heard that any man opened the 
| eyes of one that was born blind. If this man were 
| not of God, he could do nothing. They answered 
and said unto him, Thou wast altogether born in 
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sins, and dost thou teach us? And they cast him | 
| out. 

Jesus heard that they had cast him out; and 
when he had found him, he said unto him, Dost 
thou believe on the Son of God? He answered 
and said, Who is he, Lord, that I might believe 
| on him? And Jesus said unto him, Thou hast 
both seen him, and it is he that talketh with thee. 
| And he said, Lord, I believe. And he worshipped 
him. 

And Jesus said, For judgment I am come into 
this world, that they which see not might see; and | 
that they which see might be made blind. And | 
some of the Pharisees which were with him heard 
| these words, and said unto him, Are we blind also? | 
Jesus said unto them, If ye were blind, ye should | 
have no sin: but now ye say, We see; therefore | 
your sin remaineth. |

ERILY, verily, I say unto you, He that en- ralihie 


tereth not by the door into the sheepfold, 
| but climbeth up some other way, the same is a 
thief and a robber. But he that entereth in by 
the door is the shepherd of the 
sheep. To him the porter openeth; 
and the sheep hear his voice: and he | 
calleth his own sheep by name, and_leadeth 
them out. And when he putteth forth his own

low him: for they know his voice. And a strang- 
er will they not follow, but will flee from him: 
for they know not the voice of strangers. This 
parable spake Jesus unto them: but they un- 
derstood not what things they were which he 
spake unto them.

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HEN said Jesus unto them again, Verily, | 
ety I say unto you, I am the door of the | 
sheep. All that ever came before me are thieves 
and robbers: but the sheep did not hear them. I 

am the door: by me if any man 
Tam the Door iter in, he shall be saved, and 
and the Good . 
| Bhephandt shall go in and out, and find pas- | 
ture. The thief cometh not, but for 
to steal, and to kill, and to destroy: Iam come that 
they might have life, and that they might have it 
more abundantly. : 
| I am the good shepherd: the good shepherd 
giveth his life for the sheep. But he that is an hire- 
| ling, and not the shepherd, whose own the sheep 
are not, seeth the wolf coming, and leaveth the 
| sheep, and fleeth: and the wolf catcheth them, and 
scattereth the sheep. The hireling fleeth, because 
| he is an hireling, and careth not for the sheep. I 
; am the good shepherd, and know my sheep, and 
'| am known of mine. As the Father knoweth me, 
| even so know I the Father: and I lay down my life 
| for the sheep. And other sheep I have, which are 
| not of this fold: them also I must bring, and they 
shall hear my voice; and there shall be one fold, 
| and one shepherd. Therefore doth my Father 
| love me, because I lay down my life, that I might 
| take it again. No man taketh it from me, but I lay 
| it down of myself. I have power to lay it down, and 
I have power to take it again. This command- 
| ment have I received of my Father. 

There was a division therefore again among the 
Jews for these sayings.

Therefore whatsoever ye have spoken in darkness 
shall be heard in the light; and that which ye have 
spoken in the ear in closets shall be proclaimed up- 
| on the housetops. 

And I say unto you my friends, Be not afraid 
of them that kill the body, and after that have no 
more that they can do. But I will forwarn you 
whom ye shall fear: Fear him, which after he hath 
killed hath power to cast into hell; yea, I say unto | 
you, Fear him. Are not five sparrows sold for two | 
| farthings, and not one of them is forgotten before | 
God? But even the very hairs of your head are all 
numbered. Fear not therefore: ye are of more value 
than many sparrows. 

Also I say unto you, Whosoever shall confess me 
| before men, him shall the Son of man also confess

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before the angels of God: but he that denieth me 
before men shall be denied before the angels of 
God. 

And whosoever shall speak a word against the 
Son of man, it shall be forgiven him: but unto him 
that blasphemeth against the Holy Ghost it shall 
not be forgiven. 

And when they bring you unto the synagogues, 
and unto magistrates, and powers, take ye no 
thought how or what thing ye shall answer, or 
what ye shall say: for the Holy Ghost shall teach 
you in the same hour what ye ought to say.

There- 
fore his sisters sent unto him, say- 
Lazarus ing, Lord, behold, he whom thou 
Raised from NILE 
the Dead lovest is sick. When Jesus heard 
| that, he said, This sickness is not 
unto death, but for the glory of God, that the 
Son of God might be glorified thereby. 
| Now Jesus loved Martha, and her sister, and 

Lazarus. When he had heard therefore that he 
was sick, he abode two days still in the same place 
where he was. Then after that saith he to his 
disciples, Let us go into Judea again. His dis- 
ciples say unto him, Master, the Jews of late 
sought to stone thee; and goest thou thither again? 
Jesus answered, Are there not twelve hours in the 
day? If any man walk in the day, he stumbleth 
not, because he seeth the light of this world. But 
if a man walk in the night, he stumbleth, because 
there is no light in him. 

These things said he: and after that he saith 
unto them, Our friend Lazarus sleepeth; but I 
go, that I may awake him out of sleep. Then said 
his disciples, Lord, if he sleep, he shall do well. 


The Journey of Jesus : 


Howbeit Jesus spake of his death: but they 
thought that he had spoken of taking of rest in 
sleep. Then said Jesus unto them plainly, Lazarus 
is dead. And I am glad for your sakes that I was 
not there, to the intent ye may believe; neverthe- 
less let us go unto him. Then said Thomas, which 
is called Didymus, unto his fellowdisciples, Let 
us also go, that we may die with him. Then when 
Jesus came, he found that he had lain in the grave 
four days already. 

Now Bethany was nigh unto Jerusalem, about | 
fifteen furlongs off: and many of the Jews came 
to Martha and Mary, to comfort them concern- | 
ing their brother. Then Martha, as soon as she 
heard that Jesus was coming, went and met him: 
but Mary sat still in the house. Then said Martha | 
unto Jesus, Lord, if thou hadst been here, my 
brother had not died. But I know, that even now, 
whatsoever thou wilt ask of God, God will give 
it thee. Jesus saith unto her, Thy brother shall 
rise again. Martha saith unto him, I know that he 
shall rise again in the resurrection at the last day. | 
Jesus said unto her, I am the resurrection, and the 
life: he that believeth in me, though he were dead, 
yet shall he live: and whosoever liveth and be- 
lieveth in me shall never die. Believest thou this? 
She saith unto him, Yea, Lord: I believe that thou 
art the Christ, the Son of God, which should come 
into the world. And when she had so said, she | 
went her way, and called Mary her sister secretly, 
saying, The Master is come, and calleth for thee. 
As soon as she heard that, she arose quickly, and 
came unto him. 

Now Jesus was not yet come into the town, but 
was in that place where Martha met him. The 
Jews then which were with her in the house, and 
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comforted her, when they saw Mary, that she 
rose up hastily and went out, followed her, saying, 
She goeth unto the grave to weep there. Then 
when Mary was come where Jesus was, and saw 
him, she fell down at his feet, saying unto him, 
Lord, if thou hadst been here, my brother had 
not died. When Jesus therefore saw her weeping, 
and the Jews also weeping which came with her, 
he groaned in the spirit, and was troubled, and 
said, Where have ye laid him? ‘They said unto 
him, Lord come and see. Jesus wept. 

Then said the Jews, Behold how he loved him! 
And some of them said, Could not this man, which 
opened the eyes of the blind, have caused that 
even this man should not have died? Jesus there- 
fore again groaning in himself cometh to the grave. 
It was a cave, and a stone lay upon it. Jesus said, 
Take ye away the stone. Martha, the sister of 
him that was dead, saith unto him, Lord, by this 
time he stinketh: for he hath been dead four days. 
Jesus saith unto her, Said I not unto thee, that, 
if thou wouldst believe, thou shouldest see the 
glory of God? 

Then they took away the stone from the place 
| where the dead was laid. And Jesus lifted up his 
eyes, and said, Father, I thank thee that thou 
hast heard me. And I knew that thou hearest me 
always: but because of the people which stand by 
I said it, that they may believe that thou hast 
sent me. And when he thus had spoken, he cried 
with a loud voice, Lazarus, come forth. And he 
that was dead came forth, bound hand and foot 
with graveclothes: and his face was bound about 
with a napkin. Jesus saith unto them, Loose him, 
and let him go. 

Then many of the Jews which came to Mary, | 
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| and had seen the things which Jesus did, believed 
on him. But some of them went their ways to the 
Pharisees, and told them what things Jesus had 
| done.

sees a council, and said, What do we? for this 
man doeth many miracles.

Then saith one of his disciples, Judas Iscariot, 
Simon’s son, which should betray him, Why was 
not this ointment sold for three hundred pence, 
and given to the poor? This he said, not that he 
cared for the poor; but because he was a thief, 

and had the bag, and bare what was put therein. 
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Then said Jesus, Let her alone: against the day 
of my burying hath she kept this. For the poor al- 
ways ye have with you; but me ye have not al- 
ways. 

Much people of the Jews therefore knew that 
he was there: and they came not for Jesus’ sake 
only, but that they might see Lazarus also, whom 
he had raised from the dead. But the chief priests 
consulted that they might put Lazarus also to | 
death; because that by reason of him many of the 
Jews went away, and believed on Jesus.

From the Triumphal Entry of Jesus

ND when they came nigh to Jerusalem, unto 
Bethphage and Bethany, at the mount of 
Olives, he sendeth forth two of his disciples, and 
saith unto them, Go your way into the village 
over against you: and as soon as 
ye be entered into it, ye shall find 
a colt tied, whereon never man 
sat; loose him, and bring him. 
And if any man say unto you, Why do ye this? say 
ye that the Lord hath need of him; and straight- 
way he will send him hither. 

And they went their way, and found the colt 
tied by the door without in a place where two 
ways met; and they loose him. And certain of 
them that stood there said unto them, What do 
ye, loosing the colt?

This is my commandment, 
That ye love one another, as I have loved you.

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Greater love hath no man than this, that a man 
lay down his life for his friends. Ye are my friends, 
if ye do whatsoever I command you. Henceforth 
I call you not servants; for the servant knoweth 
not what his lord doeth: but I have called you 
friends; for all things that I have heard of my 
Father I have made known unto you. 

Ye have not chosen me, but I have chosen you, 
and ordained you, that ye should go and bring 
forth fruit, and that your fruit should remain: 
that whatsoever ye shall ask of the Father in my 
name, he may give it you. 

These things I command you, that ye love one | 
another. If the world hate you, ye know that it 
hated me before it hated you. If ye were of the 
world, the world would love his own: but because 
ye are not of the world, but I have chosen you out 
of the world, therefore the world hateth you. 

Remember the word that I said unto you, The 
| servant is not greater than his lord. If they have 
persecuted me, they will also persecute you; if 
| they have kept my saying, they will keep your’s 
also. But all these things will they do unto you 
for my name’s sake, because they know not him 
| that sent me. If I had not come and spoken unto 
them, they had not had sin: but now they have 
no cloke for their sin. He that hateth me hateth 
my Father also. If I had not done among them 
the works which none other man did, they had 
not had sin: but now have they both seen and 
hated both me and my Father. But this cometh 
to pass, that the word might be fulfilled that is 
written in their law, They hated me without a cause. 


uT when the Comforter is come, whom I will 
B send unto you from the Father, even the 
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Spirit of truth, which proceedeth from the Father, 
he shall testify of me: and ye also shall bear wit- 
ness, because ye have been with 


vee oe tg me from the beginning. 
ean 7 These things have I spoken unto 


you, that ye should not be offended. 
They shall put you out of the synagogues: yea, 
the time cometh, that whosoever killeth you will 
think that he doeth God service. And these things 
will they do unto you, because they have not 
known the Father, nor me. But these things have 
I told you, that when the time shall come, ye may 
remember that I told you of them. 

And these things I said not unto you at the 
beginning, because I was with you. But now I 
go my way to him that sent me; and none of you | 
asketh me, Whither goest thou? But because I 
have said these things unto you, sorrow hath filled | 
your heart. Nevertheless I tell you the truth; It 
is expedient for you that I go away: for if I go | 
not away, the Comforter will not come unto you; 
but if I depart, I will send him unto you. And | 
when he is come, he will reprove the world of sin, 
and of righteousness, and of judgment: of sin, | 
because they believe not on me; of righteousness, 
because I go to my Father, and ye see me no more; 
of judgment, because the prince of this world is 
judged. 

I have yet many things to say unto you, but ye 
cannot bear them now. Howbeit when he, the 
Spirit of truth, is come, he will guide you into all 
truth: for he shall not speak of himself; but what- 
soever he shall hear, that shall he speak: and he 
will shew you things to come. He shall glorify me: 
for he shall receive of mine, and shall shew it unto 
you. All things that the Father hath are mine:

Verily, verily, I say unto you, That 
ye shall weep and lament, but the world shall 
rejoice: and ye shall be sorrowful, but your sor- 
row shall be turned into joy.

for you: For the Father himself loveth you, be- 
cause ye have loved me, and have believed that 
| I came out from God. I came forth from the 
Father, and am come into the world: again, I 
leave the world, and go to the Father. 

His disciples said unto him, Lo, now speakest 
thou plainly, and speakest no proverb. Now are | 
we sure that thou knowest all things, and needest 
not that any man should ask thee: by this we | 
believe that thou camest forth from God. Jesus 
answered them, Do ye now believe? Behold, the | 
hour cometh, yea, is now come, that ye shall be 
scattered, every man to his own, and shall leave | 
me alone: and yet I am not alone, because the | 
Father is with me. These things I have spoken | 
unto you, that in me ye might have peace. In the 
world ye shall have tribulation: but be of good 
| cheer; [ have overcome the world. 


HESE words spake Jesus, and lifted up his eyes 
to heaven, and said, Father, the hour is come; | 
glorify thy Son, that thy Son also | 
may glorify thee: as thou hast given 
him power over all flesh, that he 
should give eternal life to as many 
as thou hast given him. And this is life eternal, 
that they might know thee the only true God, and 
Jesus Christ, whom thou hast sent. 

I have glorified thee on the earth: I have finished 
the work which thou gavest me to do. And now, 
O Father, glorify thou me with thine own self with 
the glory which I had with thee before the world |

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was. I have manifested thy name unto the men 
which thou gavest me out of the world: thine they 
were, and thou gavest them me; and they have 
kept thy word. Now they have known that all 
things whatsoever thou hast given me are of thee. 
For I have given unto them the words which thou 
gavest me; and they have received them, and have 
known surely that I came out from thee, and they 
have believed that thou didst send me. 

I pray for them: I pray not for the world, but 
for them which thou hast given me; for they are 
thine. And all mine are thine, and thine are mine; 
and I am glorified in them. And now Iam no more 
in the world, but these are in the world, and I 
come to thee. Holy Father, keep through thine 
own name those whom thou hast given me, that 
they may be one, as weare. While I was with them in 
the world, I kept them in thy name: those that 
thou gavest me I have kept, and none of them is 
lost, but the son of perdition; that the scripture 
might be fulfilled. 

And now come I to thee; and these things I 
speak in the world, that they might have my joy 
fulfilled in themselves. I have given them thy 
word; and the world hath hated them, because 
they are not of the world, even as I am not of the 
world. I pray not that thou shouldest take them 
out of the world, but that thou shouldest keep 
them from the evil. They are not of the world, 
even as I am not of the world. Sanctify them 
through thy truth: thy word is truth. As thou 
hast sent me into the world, even so have I also 
sent them into the world. And for their sakes I 
sanctify myself, that they also might be sanctified 
through the truth. 

Neither pray I for these alone, but for them also 
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| which shall believe on me through their word; that

Rise up, let us 
go; lo, he that betrayeth me is at hand.

The Crucifixion and Burial 


HEN Jesus had spoken these words, he went 

forth with his disciples over the brook 
Cedron, where was a garden, into which he entered, 
and his disciples. 

And Judas also, which betrayed 
him, knew the place: for Jesus oft- 
times resorted thither with his dis- 
ciples. Judas then, having received a band of men 
and officers from the chief priests and Pharisees, 
cometh thither with lanterns and torches and 
weapons. 

Jesus therefore, knowing all things that should 
come upon him, went forth, and said unto them, 
Whom seek ye? They answered him, Jesus of 
Nazareth. Jesus saith unto them, I am he. And 
Judas also, which betrayed him, stood with them. | 
As soon then as he said unto them, I am he, they 
went backward, and fell to the ground. 

Then asked he them again, Whom seek ye? And 
they said, Jesus of Nazareth. Jesus answered, I 
have told you that I am he: if therefore ye seek 
me, let these go their way: that the saying might 
be fulfilled, which ye spake, Of them which thou 
gavest me have I lost none. 

Then Simon Peter having a sword drew it, and 
smote the high priest’s servant, and cut off his 
right ear. The servant’s name was Malchus. Then 
said Jesus unto Peter, Put up thy sword into the 
sheath: the cup which my Father hath given me, 
shall I not drink it? 


Betrayal and

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HEN the band and the captain and officers of 

A ise Jews took Jesus, and bound him, and led 

him away to Annas first; for he was father in law 

to Caiaphas, which was the high 

Pe Eanes priest that same year. Now Caia- 

phas was he, which gave counsel to the Jews, that 

it was expedient that one man should die for the 
people. 

And Simon Peter followed Jesus, and so did an- 
other disciple: that disciple was known unto the 
high priest, and went in with Jesus into the palace 
of the high priest. But Peter stood at the door 
without. Then went out that other disciple, which 
was known unto the high priest, and spake unto 
her that kept the door, and brought in Peter. Then 
saith the damsel that kept the door unto Peter, 
Art thou not also one of this man’s disciples? He 
saith, I am not. And the servants and officers 
stood there, who had made a fire of coals; for it 
was cold: and they warmed themselves: and Peter 
stood with them, and warmed himself. 

The high priest then asked Jesus of his disciples, 
| and of his doctrine. Jesus answered him, I spake 
| openly to the world; I ever taught in the syna- 
gogue, and in the temple, whither the Jews always 
resort; and in secret have I said nothing. Why 
asketh thou me? ask them which heard me, what 
I have said unto them: behold, they know what I 
said. 

And when he had thus spoken, one of the officers 
which stood by struck Jesus with the palm of his 
hand, saying, Answerest thou the high priest so? 
Jesus answered him, If I have spoken evil, bear 
witness of the evil: but if well, why smitest thou me? 

Now Annas had sent him bound unto Caiaphas 

the high priest. 
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ND they that had laid hold on Jesus led him | ‘+. 
away to Caiaphas the high priest, where the inet ; 

scribes and the elders were assembled. But Peter 
followed him afar off unto the high priest’s palace, 
and went in, and sat with the serv- 


Betore ants, to see the end.

and all the council, sought false wit- | 
ness against Jesus, to put him to death; but found 
none: yea, though!many false witnesses came, yet 
foundthey none. At the last came two false witness- | 
es, and said, This fellow said, I am able to destroy 
the temple of God, and to build it in three days. | 

And the high priest arose, and said unto him, 
Answerest thou nothing? what is it which these 
witness against thee? But Jesus held his peace. | 
And the high priest answered and said unto him, | 
I adjure thee by the living God, that thou tell us 
whether thou be the Christ, the Son of God. Jesus 
saith unto him, Thou hast said: nevertheless I say 
unto you, Hereafter shall ye see the Son of man 
sitting on the right hand of power, and coming in 
the clouds of heaven. 

Then the high priest rent his clothes, saying, 
He hath spoken blasphemy; what further need 
have we of witnesses? behold, now ye have heard 
his blasphemy. What think ye? They answered 
and said, He is guilty of death. Then did they spit 
in his face, and buffeted him; and others smote 
him with the palms of their hands, saying, Proph- 
esy unto us, thou Christ, Whois he that smote thee?

ow Peter sat without in the palace: and a 
damsel came unto him, saying, Thou also 

wast with Jesus of Galilee. But he denied before 
them all, saying, I know not what thou sayest. 
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And when he was gone out into the porch, anoth- 
er maidsaw him, andsaid unto them 
Peter Denies : 
His Lord that werethere, Thisfellow wasalso 
with Jesus of Nazareth. And again 
he denied with an oath, I do not know the man. 
And after a while came unto him they that stood 
by, and said to Peter, Surely, thou also art one of 
them; for thy speech betrayeth thee. Then began 
he to curse and to swear, saying, I know not the 
man. And immediately the cock crew. And Peter 
remembered the word of Jesus, which said unto 
him, Before the cock crow, thou shalt deny me 
thrice. And he went out, and wept bitterly. 


! HEN the morning was come, all the chief 
y \ priests and elders of the people took coun- 
sel against Jesusto put himtodeath: 

Cpe and when they had bound him, they 
Delivered to led him away, and delivered him to 
Pontius Pilate Pontius Pilate the governor. 


HEN Judas, which had betrayed him, when he 
pis that he was condemned, repented himself, 
and brought again the thirty pieces of silver to the 
chief priests and elders, saying, I have sinned in 
that I have betrayed the innocent 
blood. And they said, What is that 
to us? see thou to that. And he cast 
down the pieces of silver in the temple, and de- 
parted, and went and hanged himself. 

And the chief priests took the silver pieces, and 
said, It is not lawful for to put them into the treas- 
| ury, because it is the price of blood. And they took 
counsel, and bought with them the potter’s field, 
to bury strangers in. Wherefore that field was 

called, The field of blood, unto this day. 


Judas 
Hangs Himself 
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Then was fulfilled that which was spoken by 
Jeremy the Prophet, saying, And they took the 
thirty pieces of silver, the price of him that was 
valued, whom they of the children of Israel did | 
value; and gave them for the potter’s field, as the 
Lord appointed me. 


HEN led they Jesus from Caiaphas, unto the | 
hall of judgment: and it was early and they 
| themselves went not into the judgment hall, lest 
Trial Before they should be defiled; but that | 
Pilate they might eat the passover. 

Pilate then went out unto them, 
and said, What accusation bring ye against this 
man? They answered and said unto him, If he | 
were not a malefactor, we would not have de- | 
livered him up unto thee. Then said Pilate unto 
them, Take ye him, and judge him according 
to your law. The Jews therefore said unto him, | 
It is not lawful for us to put any man to death: 
that the saying of Jesus might be fulfilled, 
which he spake, signifying what death he should 
die. 

Then Pilate entered into the judgment hall 
again, and called Jesus, and said unto him, Art 
thou the King of the Jews? Jesus answered him, 
Sayest thou this thing of thyself, or did others tell | 
| it thee of me? Pilate answered, Am I a Jew? Thine 
own nation and the chief priests have delivered 
thee unto me: what hast thou done? Jesus answered, 
My kingdom is not of this world: if my kingdom 
were of this world, then would my servants fight, 
that I should not be delivered to the Jews: but 
now is my kingdom not from hence. 

Pilate therefore said unto him, Art thou a king 
then? Jesus answered, Thou sayest that I am a 
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king. To this end was I born, and forthiscausecame 
I into the world, that I should bear witness unto 
the truth. Every one that is of the truth heareth 
my voice. Pilate ‘saith unto him, What is truth?

people, I find no fault in this man. And they 

were the more fierce, saying, He stirreth up the 

people, teaching throughout all Jewry, beginning

Pilate Sends = pilate heard of Galilee, he asked 
| Jesus to ; 

| Herod whether the man were a Galilean. 

And as soon as he knew that he be- 

longed unto Herod’s jurisdiction, he sent him to 

Herod, who himself also was at Jerusalem at that 

time. 

And when Herod saw Jesus, he was exceeding 
glad: for he was desirous to see him of a long season, 
because he had heard many things of him; and he 
hoped to have seen some miracle done by him. 
Then he questioned with him in many words; but 
he answered him nothing. 

And the chief priests and scribes stood and 
vehemently accused him. And Herod with his men 
of war set him at nought, and mocked him, and 
arrayed him in a gorgeous robe, and sent him again 
to Pilate. And the same day Pilate and Herod 
were made friends together: for before they were 
at enmity between themselves. 


ND Pilate, when he had called together the chief 
priests and the rulers and the people, said 
unto them, Ye have brought this man unto me, 
| as one that perverteth the people: and, behold, I, 
having examined him before you, have found no 
fault in this man touching those things whereof ye 
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accuse him: no, nor yet Herod: for I sent you to 
him; and, lo, nothing worthy of

ow at that feast the governor was wont to | 
N release unto the people a prisoner, whom 
they would. And they had then a notable prisoner, 
called Barabbas. Therefore when they were 
gathered together, Pilate said unto 
them, Whom will ye that I release | 
unto you? Barabbas, or Jesus which 
is called Christ? for he knew that for envy they 
had delivered him. | 


When he was set down on the judgment seat, | 
his wife sent unto him, saying, Have thou nothing 
to do with that just man: for I have suffered 
many things this day in a dream because of him. 
But the chief of priests and elders persuaded the 
multitude that they should ask Barabbas, and 
destroy Jesus. The governor answered and said 
unto them, Whether of the twain will ye that I 
release unto you? They said, Barabbas. Pilate 
saith unto them, What shall I do then with Jesus 
which is called Christ? They all say unto him, Let 
him be crucified. And the governor said, Why, 
what evil hath he done? But they cried out the 
more, saying, Let him be crucified.

When Pilate saw that he could prevail nothing, | 
but that rather a tumult was made, he took water 
and washed his hands before the multitude, say- 
ing, I am innocent of the blood of this just person: 
see ye to it. Then answered all the people, and 
said, His blood be on us, and on our children.

the purple robe. And Pilate saith 
chi Nias unto them, Behold the man! When 
the chief priests therefore and of- 
ficers saw him, they cried out, say- 


| ing, Crucify him, crucify him. Pilate saith unto 


them, Take ye him, and crucify him: for I find no 
fault in him. The Jews answered him, We have a 
law, and by our law he ought to die, because he 
made himself the Son of God. 


When Pilate therefore heard that saying, he was | 
the more afraid; and went again into the judgment 
hall, and saith unto Jesus, Whence art thou? But 
Jesus gave him no answer. Then saith Pilate unto 
him, Speakest thou not unto me? knowest thou 
not that I have power to crucify thee, and have 
power to release thee? Jesus answered, Thou 
couldest have no power at all against me, except 
it were given thee from above: therefore he that 
delivered me unto thee hath the greater sin. 


And from thenceforth Pilate sought to release | 
him: but the Jews cried out saying, If thou let 
this man go, thou art not Cesar’s friend: who- 
soever maketh himself a king speaketh against 


Ceesar. 
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HEN Pilate therefore heard that saying, he 
brought Jesus forth, and sat down in the 
judgment seat in a place that is called the Pave- 
ment, but in the Hebrew, Gabbatha. And it was 
the preparation of the passover, and 
Delivered to about the sixth hour: and he saith 
be Crucified unto the Jews, Behold your King! 
But they cried out, Away with him, 
away with him, crucify him. Pilate saith unto | 
them, Shall I crucify your King? The chief priests 
answered, We have no king but Cesar. 
Then delivered he him therefore unto them to 
be crucified.

ND as they led him away, they laid hold

pany of people, and of women, 

which also bewailed and lamented him. But Jesus 
turning unto them said, Daughters of Jerusalem, 
weep not for me, but weep for yourselves, and for 
your children. For, behold, the days are coming, in 


| the which they shall say, Blessed are the barren, 


and the wombs that never bare, and the paps which 
never gave suck. Then shall they begin to say to 
the mountains, Fall on us; and to the hills, Cover 
us. For if they do these things in a green tree, 


| what shall be done in the dry? 


And there were also two other, malefactors, led 
with him to be put to death. 

And they took Jesus, and led him away. And 
he baring his cross went forth into a place called 
the place of the skull, which is called in the Hebrew 
Golgotha: where they crucified him, and two other 
with him, on either side one, and Jesus in the 
midst. 

And Pilate wrote a title, and put it on the cross. 
And the writing was, 


JESUS OF NAZARETH 
THE KING OF THE JEWS 


This title then read many of the Jews: for the 
place where Jesus was crucified was nigh to the 
city: and it was written in Hebrew, and Greek, and 
Latin. Then said the chief priests of the Jews to 
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Pilate, Write not, The King of the Jews; but that 
he said, I am King of the Jews. Pilate answered, 
What I have written I have written. 


HEN the soldiers, whenthey had crucified Jesus, 
took his garments, and made four parts, to 
every soldier a part; and also his coat: now the 
coat was without seam, woven fromthe topthrough- 
out. They said therefore among 
themselves, Let us not rend it, but 
cast lots for it, whose it shall be: 
that the scripture might be fulfilled, which saith, 
They parted my raiment among them, and for my 
vesture they did cast lots. These things therefore 
the soldiers did.
